Can we evolve a 
system which will secure a first 
grade team in-the different miain 
districts, and at the same time in- 
duce the best players to play for 
those teams irrespective of 
whether they are residentially quali- 
fied or not. The district system, on 
a compulsory. residential basis, is 
anathema to many soccerites. A 
system that not only encourages, 
but induces players to seek First 
Grade honours is what we want, 
and that system should, for the 
future progress of our game, go 
hand in hand with the idea of de- 
centralization rather than with cen- 
tralization.

FORWARD PLAY. 


(By TOM RUDDIMAN,,. ex-Aberdeen 
and Glasgow Rangers.) 


It seems superfluous to again refer 
to the fact that combination from 
“goal out” is the essence of success- 
ful Association football—the unity of 
every move and effort timed and bal- 
anced by.each member and culmin- 
ating in the one objective—goals. The 
ideal combination in Soccer is rather 
rarely seen, and although it is 4 "con- 
summation devoutly to be wished” 21) 
are not gifted alike in the matter o¢ 
mental balance. 
here or there in the cog of the wheel 
of combined effort upsets the harmony 
of the whole. To justify the game as 
an attractive exhibition to the public, 
especially in this Britain of the South 
Seas—bully little New Zealand = (the 
home to-day more than any other, I 
believe, of the Rugby code)—the im- 
portance of combination in the Asso- 
ciation game cannot be too strongly 
stressed. In no positian on the field 
is jt more essential than in the for- 
ward time; not that this means the 
forwards should be absoiutely meen- 
anical, but dovetail individualism and 
enthusiasm with unselfishness and 
judgment, making the most of every 
move and every moment. 

The young player must heve some 
natural inclination towards the game; 
he must be enthusiastic, imbued with 


ua.desire to acquit himself worthily in 


whatever position he takes up. He 
will know from these whether he is 
likely to sueceed best on the right. 
wing or left. or at centre-forward, and 
by his build, speed, etc., whether he 
is best adapted for the inside or out- 
side berth. I mention this specialty 
because during a fairly long experi- 
ence of the game I love and of which 
Ihave always been an earnest student, 


Therefore a broalk _ 


willing to learn from anybody, I have 
seen few players who could fill any 
position and have not seen very many 
whe could play well in several pos: 
tions er on either wing. To be equally 
expert with either foot, however, is 
a great asset. It is a most useful one 
ina wing forward—inside or outsi 
and if in last week's issuc I draw 
attention to this important cssential 
in a centre half-back, its absolute 
necessity in the centre-forward p 
tion cannot be empnesised too stron; 
ly. The position calls for the samt: 
powers of intuition and rapidity of 
thought to seize chances that are. so 
essential ‘in a contre half-back. He 
must be a strong shot with cithor 
foot, In shooting instantaneous action 
must be cultivated, and self-posse 
sion—the absolute control of oneself 
is the essentfal factor’ in obtaining 
that possession and control of the ball 
upon which the shot depends, 

The centre must -be full of dash, 
plucky to a degree, havé a close con- 
trol of the ball so that he can at will 
distribute the play, and, on occa- 
sion, draw one or other of the full- 
backs towards him before judiciously: 
driving the ball out to his unmarked 
winger, - You are the pivot of and 
leader in attack; the general of tho 
front line, there to inspire confidence 
in your mates, and you must acquire 
the art of turning rapidly, boing al- 
ways on the alert to pick up tho 
centres, from either wing and to drive 
at these on the run with either foot. 
The centre must be more then ordi- 
narily clover with his head, and adept 
at timing the flight c? the: ball, as 
his opportunity of scoring in this way 
from. high centres from the wing or 
from corners are many. 

Much is expected of the centre-for- 
werd, and amongst others two of his 
principal assets should be—fortitude. 
to stand the knocking about his posi- 
tion “entails, and sang-froid or self- 
possession, to come up: smiling and 
to turn a. deaf ear to abuse or blaine 
{to give it 2 milder term) when things 
go wrong. The latter should never 
come from your own club mates. The 
young aspirant to the position must 
get out of his mind that the centro- 
forward has “a roving commission.” 
You may have heard trom some quar- 
ters that the centre should go down 
the field to his team’s area and work. 
for the ball. Leave that to your in. 
side men, and thus reserye all youy 
energies for that burst. between the 
backs that crowns the efforts of your 
mates. You more than- any other 
must. keep your place, 


The centre-forward at times depend« 
to a greater extent upon his inside 
men, according to the run of the play, 
than to the half-backs behind him, 
and 2s he is the pivot of the front 
line of attack he should be played up 
to more than any other. This is really 
stating the obvious; but for those who 
are not altogether saturated with 2 
Knowledge of the game of Soccer the 


4 a 
centre-forward, if he has the good 
sense not’ to roam or poach, has the 
whole goal area, before. him, ‘and his 
opportunities: for scoring goals are 
consequently greater than any of the 
other forwards, 


He must concentrate his mind: cn 
every move in the game, always be 
ready and in his stride to accept the 
-pass that may come, ever on the alert, 
watching and anticipating the flight of 
the ball. ‘These remarks apply equally 
to the wing men ‘on each side of him 
as well as to the halves behind, and 
that combination so desirable cannot 
be attaincd. unless each member of 
the haif’and front lines cultivates the 
art ci gauging distance and direction, 
pesides antivipeting what his colleague 
ix likely to do—i.c., watchful for the 
expected or the unexpected. Avoid the 
habit characteristic of a good many 
centre-forwards of too often facing 
your own g¢al when vour defence is 
heing pressed. The correct stand to 
take to avail yourself properly of the 
opportunity ‘of slipping through the 
full-backs is. the sidc-on position, 
which will enable you to gather .the 
forward pass from your, half and get 
into’ your. stride without’ delay. Be 
watchful also of your position ‘in your 
opponent’s balf of the field of play 
and take in the positions at a glance 
to guard against your getting “oft- 
‘side.’ The centre forward’s judgment 
in this tespect must be exceptional, as 
nothing is more irritating to his mates 
than seeing well-executed movements 
nullified by the centre continually be- 
ing. pulled up for “off-side.” ‘Study 
the “off-side” rule of the game, and 
pear in’ mind that vou. cannot be 
“off-side’ “if you aré behind the ‘ball 
when it is jast played by, one of your 
mates or when. last played by an op- 
ponint. Follow up’ your forward, that 
fs in possession, but hang back just 
inat sufficient distance behind the balt 
ag to ensure your being "on-side.” 
Remethber, too, t you cannet be 
penalised for “cff-side"’ Unless you are 
playing the. Lall.or interfering. with 
the play, and should you discern that 
on occasion you ere in an "“off-side’’ 
position make no movement whatever, 
in which case the referee must jet 
tho gaine go on. You and the other 
forwards must necessarily be earnest 
students of the game and become is 
highly qualificd on the “off-side’’ rule 
es the. best of referees. Players are 
nitogether too prone to forget that 
there are rules and intricate . points 
in the rules to be learned. 


The centre, more: than, any other, 
plays football for: the glory of goals. 
but he. should not allow himself 10 
pe led into the pelief that he is the 
onty one who must score them. This 
pogets celfishness—the most dangerous 
malady a centre can contract. Get. 
goals by all means—that's what you 
are primarily there for—but den't for- 
‘get that the credit may be mainly 
due to.a crafty move by one of your 
mates. If you keep this in mind you 
will sein respect and avoid a good 
conceit of yourself—otherwise “swelled 


head.” 


T have known a ceritte forwavd cun- 
ning enough, on finding himself up 
_ against a stonewall defence that Ww 
giving nothing away, to change tac- 
tics...He seemed to 30 all to pieces, 
muffled the passes, esitated, and lost 
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control of the ball, until the unwary 
opposition ceased concentrating thei 

attention, reckoning he was off his 
game. Then the rude awakening in 
the ‘shape of a fine individual etfort, 
culminating in the goal that prob- 
ably meant victory. This is the key 
note of individual effort and craft— 
the doing of the unexpected, the un- 
looked for. Repeated individual effort 
in a centre or inside forward is use- 
jess, as he will find that it is not only 
one opponent he must beat, but threc, 
‘and probably four, and no great centre 
forwards that I know or have seen 
were ever guilty of over-stepping 
the bounds in this respect. Indi- 
vidurlism and the knack of shooting 
on the run are grand qualifications in 
a centre or in any forward; but what 
is even better is ability ‘to judge when 
to attempt the solo effort and whea 
to leave it alone. 


Having himself played in the centre 
forward position, both in junior and 
i 3, for a ‘good many years, 
will be excused, doubtless, 
for enlarging at such length on the 
duties and essentials of a centre for- 
ward, Space does not permit of lhe 
same full reference to the itiside for 
ward positions. However, these per- 
haps cali for the greatest display of 
craft and a vast amount of grefl-~ 
ing too, gs it is their duty, along with 
the co-operation of the halves, to 
make all the openings,-to vary the 
play from wing to wing as occasion 
demands; to work ‘like niggers for the 
pall, and et times to fall back, help 2 
harassed defence, and quickly regain 
their posision in the front rank when 
the ball is clear of the danger zone. 
Too much wing vlay is to be avoid- 
ed, as it tends to waste. It is very 
niece to see a fast winger sprint for 
the corner dag, send 2 lovely shot 
into the side of the net, or send it 
ing ever the bar, to the accom- 
panbysat of a howl of ‘appreciation 
frora the crowd, whe are not aware 
that the chances are all against the 
style of pley resulting in goals. The 
men at Home and abroad capable of 
sending in a perfect centre on the run 
from a fast sprint down the touch- 
fine could, I think, be counted on 
oth hands. More goals by far result 
from other methods, notably the three- 


inside game, 


Being a Scot, the writer will be 
excused no doubt for having decided 
Jeanings to the .three-inside same, 
which, when all's said and done, nus 
jad the longest life of any style of 
play, and-I believe has been indulged 
in more often than any other by both 
Scottish and English forwards . since 
it was introduced to Scotland by the 
famous old Queen's Park and to Eng- 
Jand by the equally famous Corin- 
thians. Played with all the subtlety 
or craft that the grand old game calls 
forth, it is ‘to my mind easily the 
most attractive game for the onlocker, 
perides being generally the most effee- 
tive, Seeing the “Zassenach” mey call 
me in question, | had perhaps better 
qualify it alittle by saying: that. after 
ail, ‘the paim will go to the team of 
halves and forwards that can best 
adept themselves to & mixture of in- 
dividualism, the three-inside combina— 
tion, or the wing-pair combination. 
Any team of forwards that sticks to

The game 
is creating favourable - impres- 
sions with the general  sport- 
ing public, who at present sup- 
port other codes, and their pat- 
ronage will be ours in the near 
future in all probability, provided 
our game is kept clean in every 
respect. 

Support is essential to  club’s 
progress, but let it be. of the 
clean sporting type. Give ‘the 
other fellow a cheer when he 
rightly deserves it. Encourage 
the players to ‘‘play the game,’ 
and not as it is frequently ‘neard 
from a few irresponsibles, “put 
the boot in, etc.” which will brmg 
the game into disrepute. 

The Old Country football as- 
sociations are taking strong mea- 
sures against brake clubs, and 
such concerns no doubt are 
inseparable from “Soccer” there, 
are now, by the action 
of the police, because of 
offences committed by: the few, 
(of course the, many have to. suf- 
fer as usual), quite on a par with 
nu. Sunday School Pienic. 

Flags are not permitted to be 
earried on a ground and many 
other features are being cut out 
such as the bugle, rattles, etc. We 
here are just getting a touch of 
such club patriotism, and in my 
opinion there is no objections to 
same, provided the obnoxious 
features are cut out. However, 
time will tell, and it is to be hoped 
that the Association is not com- 
pelled to take drastic action be- 
cause of the stupidity of the few 
who unfortunately by their do- 
ings affect the interests of the 
many. 

From accounts received from 
the Old Country during last sea- 
son, there, the art of referecing 


seems to have depreciated greatly, 
According to the fairly generat 
hostile criticism against. decisions 
siven by the referees concerned in 
important ganies, and no doubt 
this is the result of the effects of 
the war on sport in all its depart- 
ments, 

In the “Laws of the 
there is. absolutely no mention 
made whatever about a double 
whistle being given for a kick to 
be taken, from which a: goal can 
be scored direct, . awarded be- 
cause of infringements of Law 9 
but much controversy exists on 
the .point; _There is no doubt 
about it however, that such a 
double whistle seems to be in ex- 
istence in Soccer’ circles in the 
Old Couhtry -to-day, as it did ex- 
ist to my. own knowledge over 
ten years ago. My opinion is, in 
common with officials controlling 
the game here, that it is an un- 
written law, and is purely a mat- 
ter of ‘courtesy and ‘gittidance to 
players. If you have any doubts 
on the question ask any old 
countryman for his opinion. I do 
not say that all referees acted as 
stated, but I have knowledge of 
the double whistle in England, 
Scotland . and - Ireland. . During 
Ja8t season the point was much 
disputed, and valuable experience 
gained by some clubs on the mat~ 
ter, detrimental to their interests, 
and I quote -a case illustrating 
what can happen in the circum- 
stances, A free kick was awarded 
tor an intringcment which was 
not quite clear to the Captain of 
the club, which ‘was penalised. 
The Captain asked the Referee if 
from the kick to be taken, and 
a goal could be seored direct 
Was answered in the. negative. 
The Captain is quite positive on 
this point, and future happenings 
bear this out, as he naturally 
placed his players accordingly.
